A.  P.  A.  followed  by  figures  refers  to 
volume  and  page  of  American  Rose  Annual  for  further  details.  This  is  issued  by  American  Rose 
Society  to  which  everyone  interested  in  roses  should  belong. 

QUALITY.  Everything  offered  is  field  grown  and  California  grown.  Eastern  Nursery- 
men who  have  visited  California  know  that  our  Hybrid  Teas  and  Pernetianas  are  absolutely 
unequaled.  The  vigor  is  such  that  budded  stock  is  full  grown  at  this  date. 

TIME  OF  SHIPMENT.  Our  budded  roses  are  grown  in  Northern  California.  Growth  is 
completed  by  June.  They  are  ripened  Slowly  during  summer  and  can  be  dug  and  shipped  begin- 
ning about  November  1st.  Own  root  roses  are  produced  in  Southern  California.  They  grow* 
all  summer,  are  dug  in  December,  and  shipped  about  January  1st.  Both  kinds  can  be  shipped 
throughout  the  winter  as  we  have  no  freezing  weather.  They  will  not  stay  dormant  much  after 
February  15,  and  for  good  results  shipments  should  be  made  by  that  date  or  felse  packed  and 
put  in  cold  storage  for  spring  shipment. 

QUANTITIES.  All  prices  are  “flat”  regardless  of  quantity.  Novelties  listed  at  $1.00  of 
higher  may  be  ordered  singly  if  desired;  Varieties  at  75c  or  less,  not  less  than  5 of  a kind. 
Own  root  roses  should  be  ordered  in  multiples  of  10. 

PACKING.  Charged  for  at  cost  of  material. 

TERMS.  To  buyers  of  knpwn  or  established  credit,  60  days  net  from  date  of  shipment. 
Otherwise  cash  with  Order  or  25%  with  oirder,  balance  C.  O.  D. 

SHIPMENT.  State  explicitly  whether  you  wish  freight  or  express.  In  either  case  all 
shipments  are  carried  at  buyers  risk.  Delay  or  damage  in  transit  is  up  to  transportation  com- 
panies. Express  is  recommended  for  all  Eastern  shipments. 

All  budded  roses  will  be  packed  and  shipped  from  Clarke  Nursery  Co.,  San  Jose,  Calif. 
Own  root  roses  will  be  packed  and  shipped  direct  from  nursery  in  Southern  California,

vance but  can  be  booked  if  desired  at  about  one-third  less  on  varieties  listed  at  75c  of  lower.
